N O W where there is in a Prince an Impotent Predominancy of 


any of the Four Capital Himours, it cither renders him wholly Un- 
fit to. Govern, or elſe expoſes him to Afflitionsand Miſery 1n his 
Reign. The Sanguine Complexion is the Beſt, if lightly Tinctur'd 


-with Melancholy, 'to qualific the boyling Agitation of the Blood. A 


Prince thus Conſtituted, diſplays a Majeltick Gracefulnels in his Pore 
and Aſpet is Temperate; Magnanimous, Indulgent, Docile, Pru- 
deat, and an Encourager of Leaming and. Vertize, But the Contrary 
Ty to this (and the,worlt of all for a Magiltxate) is a ſaperabwidence 
of Flegm, which ſuits better with Sabjedion than with Sovereignty 3 
as making a man Improvident, Unthankful, Diſtruſtful, an Enewy 
to. Order and to the Publick weal. - A Potency of. Tellow Choller has 
its Benefits and Inconveniences. It too much <xproſes to the Vi- 
ciſfitudinary Flux of Hwumowrs ; ſubjects that awful Grandure which 
ought to be inſeparable from a Monarch, to Contempr,thrbugh Faci- 
lity 3::and debanches, his Atiribwte of - Invincible Graviey, into an 
Abje&, Ignoble Levity. - Black, Choler. compoſes the Viſage to 
a: Figure of Sererity rather than of Majeſty 3, and does not ſo much 
diſpole'to Virtwe, as harden. againſt Vice. A Spirit Generous and 
full of: Clemency, is not-to be hop'd for in Melancholy;” but yet it 
often produces Thriftineſs, Ingenuity, Cloſeneſs, and a Commend« 
able Patience of the Cares of Government. 


ALL Po/iticiaas do agree, that the Impulſes of theſe ſeveral Diſc 
poſitions, are in-a great mea'ure Trrefijtable- and therefore:have en- 
tertain'd the Obſervation of them as: a; Rule by which to ſquare 
their- Judgments and Charatters of Princes. But this I dare avow, 
That the Preſages thus inferred, have very often-been-Confuted, by 
the: Powerful Influence that Reaſan and. Good Nurture have: upon 
the Paſſions : For thele are capable, in a high' Degree of Copre-

A PRINCE of an Heroick, Mind is a Supreme Bleſſing, and ary in- 
vincible Balwark, to'a Commonwealth : for by his Example the: Peo- 
ple are allured into a Love of Goodneſs, and intothe Praiiice of Mar- 
tial Exerciſes making, the Toyls of the Helms, (whilſt he ficers it) 
by an affefionate Obedience, to be both Delightfut and" Glorious. 
Now by Education T underſtand an Accarate Culture of the Mind; 
which wher it is skilfully improved, will become a Rwle to Reaſon, 
a Bridle to the Paſſions, and the Luſtre and Ornament of the Body. 
This Edxcation that ( like Spirits ) animates the moſt Doltiſh and 
Stupid, cannot but have wonderful Efe# upon the-lively Temper of 
a Prince;. who it Uncultivated, proves the Corruption of a. State, the 
Bane of Government, and inſtcad of a watchful Shepherd, ary Indu- 
gent Father, becomes a Ravenous and Devouring Wolf tor his Peo- 
ple. By- this: Means a Monſtrous Nevo came into the' World ; and 
Michaet thit Third ( Emperoww of the Ezft) ſuck'd his Poyſon ftom a 
Wickgd Maſter avid a Vicious Friend; 


THREE things arc therefore mainly requiſite: in this: Poinr, a 
"Wiſe, well-manner'd Twtor in his Childhood; in his Toxth,a Vene- 
nerable Gwardian; and in both Seaſons, an Exerciſe that is Manly, 
Arduous, and Befitting a Prince. Alexander was plac'd under the 
Tuition of Ariſtotle; Adrian under Platarch, and Charles the Great 
under Mbinus. Let his Companions alſo be Sober and Honeſt; and he 
mult have a General Knowledge, an Inſight into all things. work.

Knowledge of the Paſt 3 ant! his Inftitmrion ought to bs ſuch, 2s may 
fortjfie him againſt the Srroaky of Fortune, and againſt all Contin- 
gences, by the Aﬀfiſtance of his Reaſon, which may teach him either 
how to Prevent os to bear them. The Study of Moral Philoſophy is 
both” Profitable and Neceflary, as inftrufting how ' to-Regulate his 
Life, andto Uiſtribate prudently his Favorrs and 'Brefits, | Seneca 
would have him to be the Tourhjtone of Truth, in things both Di- 
vinc and Humane 3. and to have continually before his/Eyes-Examples 
of Trice, Piety, and the ret of the Virtzes, ( that are linek'd-toge- 
ther by a' Sacred and Infifloluble Baz } 'with which a Princes Breaft 
ought tobe enrich'd.

Now 
Experience is to be conſider'd in a double Regard 3 prblickly.as it pro- 
cceds from the Knowledge of the Paſt Times, and the Obſervation of 
the Events of great Enterprizes, and of the Cauſes of important 
Revolutions or Privately, it it be: colledted from the ſeveral Acci- 
dents and Misfortunes of particular Perſons. The Second is ſo Dark 
and Confuſed, that it is not of any great Yale, without the former 3 
becauſe the Life of man is ſo ſhort, that of it (elf _it is not ſufficient \ 


to complcat a Perfet. Experience : Belide that it is commonly pur= * - 


chas'd at' a Dear Rate. as mot knowing how to promote it far, 
but at the Price of other mens Ruine 3 to ſtep forward, but by Slips 
and Errowrs ; or to advance wiſely, without firſt going Backward. 
But when both theſe are joyn'd together, the Efe& of them is-Pru- 
dence, and a Graceful Addreſs and Dexterity in all Undertakings. That 
which I call the Experience of Time, may be diſtributed into three 
Parts. In the Firft, a man learns, how to govern himſelf, in the 
Seeond, he ſtudies the laudable Diſcharge of Pwblick, Offices 3 and the 
Third (under the Title of Hiftory) brings him acquainted with the 
Atts and Atchievments of the Ancients z whoſe Virtues are recorded 
for the Inſtruction of Poſterity. For Prince:, though they be above 
the Fear of any mortal Power, are yet correQed and reproved by 
the Dead; and a Paper will ſpeak out, when Tongwes are obliged to 
Silence. Hiſtorical Events are as Prefidents to preſent and future A- 
ger: And he that is the beſt-read in them.jis commonly accounted the 
ableft man, The Root of Experience is certainly the Obſervation of 
articular Accidents ;, but then it flouriſhes much more eminently in 
Fm, that has added all the, Occxrrences and TranſaGions in Story, 
to his own. private Obſervations : for a Studious Reader of Annals

Rule will admit of Exceptions. For-in the Caſe of1an infirm, Or 
a (hallow Prizce, it is good for him to ſupport his own Weknels 
by diſtributing of his Athorny, 'to ſuch Perſons as have both Abt- 
lities for ſo eminent a Charge, and an Inclination to perform Faith» 
ful Service to the Commonweakh. By this . very Means, ſome 
Monarchihave arriv'd at ſuch @ Pitch of Honor, as by their own 
{cparate Endeavonrs, they could never have attain'd to. 1Herow- 
les's Inſufficiency was never diſcern'd, ſo-long as he had his Friend 
Atlas to ſtand at his Elbow 3 and many hands are able to-ſuppore 
even a Tottering State, / It is the very Wheel of Policy, for a Prince 
to conhde in thoſe Minifters that do deſerve his Truft ; for in fo 
doing, he will diſcharge his Duty. to God, and diſpenſe an Equi- 
table Influence vpon his People.
